RESPONSIBILITY OF FORWARDING 
AGENTS. 

A question of vital interest to the shippers 
of goods by forwarding agents and express 
companies has just been decided by the Court 
of Common Pleas No. 3, of Philadelphia 
County. 

Suit was brought by P. Blakiston’s Son 
& Company to recover from a firm acting as 
forwarding agents the value of a shipment of 
books which was sent by them to a customer 
in Honolulu, H. I. The goods were properly 
packed and shipped, but by some error on 
the part of the transferring companies, de^ 
livery of goods was made to the wrong 
person. After some months they were traced 
and offered to the purchaser, who refused to 
accept for the reason that the seller had made 
duplicate shipment in the meantime. 

At the trial of the case the forwarding 
agents pleaded as an excuse of their 
failure to deliver on time that they were in 
no way responsible to do so. They claimed 
that they were only “forwarding” agents and 
not “common carriers,”and hence were under 
no obligation to the shipper for the safe or 
prompt transportation of the goods received 
by them. They attempted to shift the re¬ 
sponsibility upon the various railways and 
steamship companies whom they employed. 
The learned trial judge accepted the view of 


the defendants and held that they were not 
“common carriers” and hence that it was 
necessary for any one seeking to recover 
against them to show some specific act of 
negligence on the part of the forwarders 
resulting in the loss. 

It is obviously a practical impossibility 
for the shipper of goods by forwarders to show 
such an act of negligence as the court seems to 
require in order to “support a recovery,” for 
the reason that the particular carrier em^ 
ployed to transport the goods is unknown 
to the shipper and there are no means by 
which he can discover where the fault in 
fact lies. 

In most commercial circles there is no 
known distinction between a “common car¬ 
rier,” such as a railway or express company, 
and a “forwarder,” and as the responsibilities 
of the “forwarder” seem to be thus so re¬ 
stricted, it becomes a matter of serious im¬ 
portance to the shippers of goods to consider 
whom they are employing. 

Messrs. Blakiston & Company have ap¬ 
pealed the case, and it is hoped that the 
ultimate decision will be more in the line with 
the generally supposed responsibility of for¬ 
warding agencies.

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OBITUARY. 

ERASTUS DARROW. 

Erastus Darrow, the oldest bookseller, in 
continuous service, in this country, died on 
March 21, in Rochester, N. Y., aged eighty- 
six. Mr. Darrow was stricken with pneu¬ 
monia on the 19th inst. while visiting at the 
home of a friend. He was hurried to the 
residence of his son, Dr. Charles E. Darrow, 
and every possible precaution was taken be¬ 
cause of his great age. The disease did not 
seem to take a fatal turn until late the same 
night, when Mr. Darrow learned that his 
bookstore, which contained mementos of a 
lifetime, with many souvenirs of incidents of 
his life, had been destroyed by the fire in the 
East Side Savings Bank annex. The shock 
was great and he did not rally. 

Until the day of his last illness Erastus 
Darrow had scarcely felt the weight of years. 
His heart was young, and he had many young 
friends who loved to hear the reminiscences 
of his long and interesting life; he was al¬ 
ways cheerful and optimistic. He loved to 
attend to business in his old bookstore and 
get out his famous “birthday calendars, 1 ” this 
year’s having been the sixty-third annual 
edition. 

Mr. Darrow was born in Plymouth, Conn., 
January 29, 1823. His father, Captain Leavitt 
Darrow, was a soldier in the War of 1812, 
stationed for the defense of New London, 
Conn.; grandfather, Titus Darrow, was a 
captain of militia, and was a soldier in Gen¬ 
eral Gaines’s army of the Revolution, at the 
capture of Burgoyne at Saratoga in October, 
1777. His grandmother, Lucy Blackman Dar¬ 
row, was driven away by the Indians from 
Wilkes-Barre at the Wyoming Valley mas¬ 
sacre. She was directly descended from Rich¬ 
ard Warren, twelfth signer of the “Mayflower 
compact.” 

He was educated at Plymouth and at the 
high school of Professor Amos Smith, New 
Haven, Conn. After leaving school, in 
March, 1841, he entered the college bookstore 
of A. H. Maltby, New Haven, the very week 
of the inauguration of President William 
Henry Harrison. In 1844 he went to Roches¬ 
ter and for nearly two years was with Qar- 
endon Morse, succeeding as clerk D. M. 
Dewey, who then opened up a bookstore in 
Reynolds’ Arcade. In 1846, Darrow went 
into the book business in the Minerva 
Block, where the Merchants Bank now 
stands. He was one of the original stock¬ 
holders of the Genesee Valley Railroad from 
Rochester to Avon; of the Osburn House 
Company; one of the original subscribers to 
the University of Rochester, and other public 
institutions. 

He changed the location of his businesss 
to the Osburn House Block, where the Gran¬ 
ite building now stands, later to No. 214 
Main Street east, and in 1899 to rooms in the 
East Side Savings Bank building. His busi¬ 
ness in books and stationery was continued 
since 1846. 

James H. Gregory was a partner with him 
for five years early in his career; his brother, 
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Wallace Darrow, was his partner from 1856 
to 1866; Henry Kempshall from 1866 until 
his death in 1868. Henry N. Bingham was 
clerk and bookkeeper for him for twenty-five 
years. 

Mr. Darrow’s business was at the time of 
his prime one of the great bookstores of New 
York State. He was also a publisher, bring¬ 
ing out “The Family Pocket Homeopathist,” 
by D. A. Baldwin, M.D., Kenyon’s “English 
Grammar,” D. W. Ward’s “History of the 
Churches of Rochester,” Dr. Cheeseman’s 
work on the “Differences Between Old and 
New School Presbyterians,” etc., and his cal¬ 
endar, mentioned before, which was one of 
the time-honored institutions of Rochester. 

Mr. Darrow was always ready to bear a 
part in the spread of good reading and gen¬ 
eral education. He helped to welcome 
Charles Dickens at the Tontine Hotel in 
New Haven, in 1841, and entertained Martin 
Farquhar Tupper, whose “Proverbial Philos¬ 
ophy” he published in this country. He was 
an officer of a number of public institutions 
and a promoter of the Rochester Historical 
Society and other local enterprises, as well as 
an occasional contributor to the literary and 
trade journals. 

At a meeting of the Booksellers and Sta¬ 
tioners of Rochester, N. Y., held at the store 
of Scrantom, Wetmore & Co., March 22, 
there were present the following: L. G. Wet- 
more, A. C. Walker, R. S. Williamson, Wm. 
C. Edwards, F. J. Stuppe, Andrew O’Keefe, 
George P. Humphrey, K. W. Barry, R. J. Pow¬ 
ers, H. P. Hemmingford and Isaac Lazarus. 

The meeting was organized by the election 
of Mr. Williamson as chairman. It was re¬ 
solved that the members of the trade attend 
the funeral of the late Erastus Darrow as a 
body. A committee on resolutions was ap¬ 
pointed, consisting of Messrs. Powers, 
Wajker and Humphrey. A committee con¬ 
sisting of Mr. Wetmore and Mr. Edwards 
was appointed to send a floral tribute. Mr. 
Powers was requested to act as secretary of 
the meeting. The committee on resolutions 
was instructed to send a copy of the resolu¬ 
tions and proceedings to the daily papers of 
the city, and to the various trade journals. 
The committee on resolutions met immediate¬ 
ly and adopted the following minute: 

Again the hand of death has touched and taken 
from the^ ranks of our membership an honored and 
beloved friend. Seldppi in any business circle, or in 
any community, has there lived for a period begin¬ 
ning before the birth of even the oldest among our 
membership and ending at the age of 87 years, one 
so respected and beloved as Erasmus Darrow. Dur¬ 
ing more than sixty years of this time he was identi¬ 
fied with the selling of books and whether ir the 
height of his most prosperous days or times of more 
modest endeavor he was always the devoted servant 
of his profession and business, and its service and 
advancement was ever more to him than the personal 
profit and advantage gained. 

His kindly personality and ever active interest in 
the welfare of all associates will always be affection¬ 
ately remembered and we shall sadly miss him as the 
beloved Dean of our body. 

With this record of our sorrow we extend to his 
bereaved family our sincere sympathy.

PAYING BASIS. 

To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 

Dear Sir: The following should interest 
every dealer in miscellaneous books. A great 
argument could be made of each one of the 
points named; but I would simply like to see 
the points stated so as to call out other sug¬ 
gestions. 

1. Publish all books at a fixed price. 

2. Allow a discount of one-third of fixed 
price tc the dealer, as a minimum discount. 

3. Contracts to be sent out by publishers to 
be signed by dealers, agreeing to maintain 
fixed price. Any dealer selling at less than 
fixed price to be refused additional stock 
from publisher or Jobber, on notice from 
publisher. 

4. New publications to be supplied by pub¬ 
lisher, not to exceed one copy to be furnished 
the dealer on consignment for 60 days. 

5. All mail orders received by publisher 

from any person not in book business to be 
referred to dealer or dealers. E. H.

Longmans, Green & Co. have just ready a 
novel of English sporting life by Miss Eyre 
Hussey, author of “Miss Badsworth, M. F. 
H.,” entitled “Polly Winford;” and an 
abridged edition of “Jock of the Bushveld: 
the Story of a Dog and His Master,” African 
hunting stories by Percy Fitzgerald. Other 
books to follow shortly include “The Springs 
of Helicon: a Study of the Progress of Eng¬ 
lish Poetry from Chaucer to Milton,” by J. 
W. Mackail, professor of poetry at Oxford 
University; “The Human Species: Its Specific 
Characteristics Considered from the Stand¬ 
point of Comparative Anatomy, Physiology 
and Pathology,” by Dr. Ludwig Hopf, of 
Stuttgart; “A Text-book of Experimental 
Psychology,” by Charles S. Meyers, lecturer 
in experimental psychology in the University 
of Cambridge; and “Pastor Ovium: the Day 
Book of a Country Parson,” by John Huntley 
Skrine, telling of his life as “pastor ovium,” 
shepherd of the sheep. 

Casting bread upon the waters is exem¬ 
plified, in a curious way, in the case of “The 
Girl and the Bill.” The author, Mr. Bannis¬ 
ter Merwin, was formerly on the editorial 
staff of the Frank A. Munsey Company. In 
his capacity as editor he frequently sug¬ 
gested plots to those who were fortunate 
enough to be regular contributors of fiction 
to the Munsey publications, but were unfor¬ 
tunate enough to be temporarily without 
ideas. Among the plots given out in this way 
was the outline of “The Girl and the Bill.” 
The would-be author who received it dallied 
with it awhile, but at last returned the plot 
to Mr. Merwin, who put it away in his desk. 
When he resigned from the editorial staff to 
make a business of writing fiction, he lost 
little time in writing “The Girl and the Bill.” 
As a contributor he sent “The Girl and the 
Bill” to the very office where, as an editor, 
he had suggested the story, and it was imme¬ 
diately accepted. 


E. P. Dutton & Co. have three books of 
stirring biographical interest. They have se¬ 
cured the American rights of “General Kuro- 
patkin’s Military Memoirs,” in the English 
version by A. B. Lindsay, translator of 
Nojine’s “The Truth About Port Arthur,” 
and offer an important contribution to mili¬ 
tary science and Asiatic history in which are 
frankly discussed the policies which led up 
to the Russo-Japanese War, followed by a 
full report of the great conflict, a book which 
has been suppressed by the censors at St. 
Petersburg, although its author was for sev¬ 
eral months commander-in-chief of the Rus¬ 
sian forces. “Memories of My Life,” by 
Francis Galton, is full of good anecdotes 
about this celebrated exponent of the laws of 
heredity; and Dr. A. C. Kalischer’s new crit¬ 
ical edition of “Beethoven’s Letters,” trans¬ 
lated by J. S. Shedlock, has been augmented 
by nearly 400 letters which has been discov¬ 
ered during the past twenty years. 

Fleming H. Revell Company have brought 
out this week a work entitled “Spain of To¬ 
day from Within,” by Manuel Andujar, an 
instructive, interesting narrative of a native 
of Spain, who knows his country well. He 
was brought up a Catholic, later on em¬ 
braced the Protestant religion, and became a 
minister of the Gospel. The stories of his 
travels in Spain will be found entertaining 
as well as instructive reading, as will also be his 
glad narrative of the progress of evangelical 
work in that priest-ridden nation. The book 
is delightfully illustrated, and also contains 
an autobiography of the author. They have 
also just ready a missionary story by Annie 
L. A. Baird, “Daybreak in Korea,” describ¬ 
ing the story of a girl’s life in Korea, her un¬ 
happy marriage and her conversion to Chris¬ 
tianity. Dr. Haldeman’s work, “Christian 
Science in the Light of the Holy Scripture,” 
just published, has already created a sensation 
among those interested in either side of the 
question. 

Henry Holt & Company have just brought 
out “The Lady of the Dynamos,” an Anglo- 
American love story by Adele Marie Shaw 
and Carmelita Beckwith, which again offers 
a “lightning conductor” as hero, but this time 
one who really leads the lightnings which he 
employs in arc lights and machinery. He 
first meets the heroine lying on the ground 
studying a knotty problem about dynamos 
from a book. She proves well equipped with 
brains and courage, and becomes a most help¬ 
ful chum in his life work. Also ready this 
week is “When Railroads Were New,” by 
Charles Frederick Carter, who has written 
with authority and great charm of the pictur¬ 
esque and fantastic features in the develop¬ 
ment of our great railway systems in a pro¬ 
fusely illustrated volume. Frank H. Knowl- 
ton’s great work on “The Birds of the 
World,” a popular account, with a chapter 
on the anatomy of birds by Frederic A. 
Lucas, and many illustrations in color, has 
just been added to the fine American Nature 
Series of the Holts. 

Charles Scribner’s Sons have just brought 
out an important work entitled “Siena—the 
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Story of a Mediaeval Commune,” by Ferdi¬ 
nand Schevill, Professor of History in the 
University of Chicago, who presents a bril¬ 
liant and comprehensive account of the his¬ 
tory and art of one of the most interesting 
cities in the -w^orld, with thirty-two full-page 
illustrations; “England and the English from 
an American Point of View/’ by Price Collier, 
a keen and illuminating study, based on long 
experience and wide observation, as a whole 
appreciative and sympathetic, though at times 
caustic, of the traits of character which have 
made the Englishman what he is and the 
English race the virtual rulers of a fifth of 
the world; also, “Egoists—a Book of Super¬ 
men/’ by James Iiuneker, devoted to those 
modern poets and prose masters whose writ¬ 
ings embody the individualistic Tdea as op¬ 
posed to altruistic and socialist sentiments. 
They will have ready next week Robert 
Grant’s new novel, “The Chippendales,” which 
deals with the invasion of a typical modern 
man of affairs into a community really dom¬ 
inated by old ideals and traditions. 

The Essex Book and Print Club has re¬ 
cently been organized as a book publishing 
club, in Salem, Mass., for the purpose of re¬ 
printing rare volumes relating to the history 
or the literature of Essex County, Mass., the 
publication of suitable imprinted material and 
the reproduction of rare views, portraits and 
maps. Their first publication will be “New- 
England’s Plantation,” by the Rev. Francis 
Higginson, first minister of the Plantation at 
Salem in the Massachusetts Bay Colony. The 
volume, an octavo of 133 pages, contains a 
reprint, in facsimile, of the rare first edition, 
(London, 1630,) from a copy in the John 
Carter Brown Library, and a reprint of the 
third edition, which has much additional 
matter, from a copy in the library of the 
Massachusetts Historical Library. The vol¬ 
ume also will contain Higginson’s Journal of 
the voyage to New England in 1629, copied 
from the manuscript now preserved by the 
Massachusetts Historical Society, and the first 
letter that he sent to England after his ar¬ 
rival. The book will be printed at the River¬ 
side Press, Cambridge, under the immediate 
supervision of Bruce Rogers. Orders may be 
addressed to George Francis Dow, the- secre¬ 
tary, at the Essex Institute, Salem, Mass. 

Dodd. Mead & Co. will publish on the 31st 
inst. “Kingsmead,” a new story by Bettina 
von Hutten, in which “Pam” presents herself 
to her friends in a new role. The book 
will have a frontispiece in color by Will 
Foster. They will bring out on the same date 
“The Girl and the Bill,” by Bannister Merwin, 
an American story of mystery, romance and 
adventure, with illustrations by the Kinneys 
and a cover picture by Harrison Fisher; 
“The Hand on the Latch,” by May Cholmon- 
deley, author of “Red Pottage,” etc., four 
good stories about women, each, however, 
differing from the others as widely as the 
circumstances and incidents of their stories 
differ; “The Hands of Compulsion.” by 
Amelia E. Barr, a story of the Isle of Arran, 
written with the author’s intimate knowledge 
of Scottish people and their ways; “The 


Great Wet Way,” by Alan Dale, a very clever 
and humorous description of the types the 
author met in some fifty trips across the 
Atlantic on all kinds of steamers and with 
all sorts of people, for which H. B. Martin 
has made some characteristic pictures; also, 
“The Blue Bird,” a fairy play, in five acts, 
about children written for adults by Maurice 
Maeterlinck, translated by Alexander Teix- 
eira de Mattos. 

Houghton Mifflin Company publish to¬ 
day “The Life of Edgar Allan Poe,” by 
George E. Woodberry, in two volumes, an 
extension of the author’s work written for 
the American Men of Letters series, which 
he has now augmented with fresh material 
while at the same time revising many of his 
former judgments and criticisms. A com¬ 
plete bibliography adds greatly to the value 
of the new version. Also ready are “Wild 
Life in the Rockies,” by Enos A. Mills, of 
Estes Park, Colorado, who is now United 
States Forest Agent, a book composed of 
fourteen papers some of which have already 
appeared in various magazines; “When Lin¬ 
coln Died, and Other Poems,” by Edward W. 
Thomson, a Canadian by birth, of which the 
separate poems have also appeared in The 
Atlantic Monthly , Coilier*s Weekly and other 
journals; “The Poetical Works of John Dry- 
den,” edited by George R. Noyes, of the Uni¬ 
versity of California; and “A Primer of 
Nursery Rhymes,” by Leota Swem and 
Rowena Sherwood. The new fiction coming 
out the same day includes “On the Road to 
Arden,” by Margaret Morse; “Through 
Welsh Doorways,” by Jeannette Marks; 
“Stickeen, the Story of a Dog,” by John Muir; 
and “The Silver Cup,” by Charles Cuthbert 
Hall, a collection of the sermons for children 
by this specially gifted Brooklyn pastor, which 
he did not have time to revise as he had at 
first intended. 

Moffat, Yard & Co. will have ready short¬ 
ly “America and the Far Eastern Question,” 
by Thomas F. Millard, in which, the position 
of the United States in the Pacific Ocean is 
comprehensively examined, the author con¬ 
cluding that a perfectly stable balance of 
power can never be assured in the Far East 
without the active participation of America; 
and that self-interest will eventually compel 
this course; “Father Abraham,” Ida M. Tar- 
bell’s new contribution to the knowledge of 
Lincoln; “Psychotherapy,” by Dr. Hugo 
Munsterberg, treating the subject from the 
most modern point of view within the com¬ 
prehension of men and women of ability who, 
however, have not specialized, but also full 
of suggestion to professional readers care¬ 
fully studying every opinion on the subject 
now under such rapid development in its 
newer phases; “Tuberculosis a Preventable 
and Curable Disease,” by Dr. S. Adolphus 
Knopf, a record of the great achievements of 
the last decade towards the control of this 
dreaded scourge, addressed alike to the nurse, 
the physician, the statesman, the legislator 
and the plain citizen; and “The Conquest of 
the Air,” by Professor A. Lawrence Rotch, 
‘ professor of meteorology at Harvard and 
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director of the Blue Hill Meteorological Ob¬ 
servatory, among the highest authorities of 
the world in a department in which the next 
ten years will show great development. 
Lovers of plants and flowers will welcome 
“When Mother Lets Us Garden,” a useful 
elementary book by Frances Duncan, editor 
of the garden department of the Ladies' 
Horne Journal; and “Who’s Who Among the 
Wild Flowers,” by W. I. Beecroft, a pocket- 
book on a new plan, in which the information 
is given chiefly by pictures and colors and in 
which Frances Duncan has also rendered as¬ 
sistance. John J. Chapman, author of “Four 
Plays for Children,” has also just ready “A 
Sausage from Bologna.” 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons publish this week 
John Ayscough’s new novel, “Dromina,” 
which deals with that mysterious character, 
the young dauphin of France, son of Louis 
xvi., who, it is generally supposed, met his 
end in London; “The Rockies of Canada,” 
a revised and enlarged edition of “Camp¬ 
ing in the Canadian Rockies.” by Walter 
D. Wilcox, with upwards of forty photo¬ 
gravures and other illustrations from orig¬ 
inal photographs taken by the author; a 
fourth and revised edition of Charles A. 
Conant’s “A History of Modern Banks of 
Issue”—an edition that will include an ac¬ 
count of the economic crisis of 1907; “A Man¬ 
ual of American Literature,” edited by Theo¬ 
dore Stanton, which gives a concise and very 
comprehensive account of our literature from 
its beginnings in Colonial times to the pres¬ 
ent; also, “The Emmanuel Movement in a 
New England Town,” a systematic account of 
experiments and reflections designed to de¬ 
termine the proper relationship between the 
minister and the doctor in the light of modern 
needs, by Lyman P. Powell, rector of St.
